“ ROAD WEST. 
, COLLAPSE OF TWO HOUSES, 


MANY PERSONS INJURED, AND. SOME KILLED, 


One, of the most serlous accidents that has 
occurred In Hongkong for,some time past took 
place ln Queen's Road Wost at 8 a.m. to-day 
when houses Nos, 248 ard ago collapsed. 
The result as far asknown opto noon was that 

13 persobs hid been extelcated from the rulas 
and sent to the Government Civil Hosplial aud 
Ut wha feared that st least’ ono man wader 
the dedris was dead, whils the uaper portlons 
of the bodies of lwo others were In sight. 

As to. the cause of the catastrophe {t [s thought 
to bs due to aw fire that occurred shortly after 
12 o'clock last night Im the secand floor room 
of No, 248, The ground floor {a occupied 
ara lantern shop and’ the upper floors 
‘arc reported to have been empty, but the police 
belleve they were used by gamblers. Doputy 
Superintendent McDonald had charge of 
Whe Fire. Brigade and -got the cutbreak’ 
“under in half an hour, the flames belng 
confined tothe rafters and roof of the kitchen 
and the damage was ooly slight. Before loaving 
‘the premises the usual police guard was posted 
and nothing further took place Hil 8 a.m to-day 
when the Ceatral Firc Station recelved word that 
the two houses mentioned had fallen io, Men 
were at once despatched and fognd that the two 
upper floors hed completely collapsed leaving na- 
thing bata pile of ratas, It was soon ascectained 

“that the Inmates of the lantera shop had made 
thele escape but thele nelghbours were not so 
foitunate. Among’ the rufos coold be seen 

“several nnfoitunates straggling and cries 
for help came, from ‘many quarters. “ihe 
police under Sergeant MacDonald, and firemen

At you polnt out, the terms of the concession 
virtually give the syndicate a monopoly of the 
trade in thase articles, and to ibis extent itis un- 
doubtedly a violation of the treaties, But, apart 
from this, the tax {self is-Hlegal: It ds called a 
destinatton or terminal tax, but itis in reality 
an additional import daty, and the Intention is 
that it should be collected from Chiceso Im- 
porters as soon as the ofl is brought Into the 
province, whatever its ultimate destination 
may be, : 

No Chinese, of course, will venture ‘to protect 
thelr oll or matches by taking out transit 
passes ; and it Is doubtfol whether foreign rer- 
chants will attompt to vse transit passes, be- 
“etiuse the only effect of doing so would be that 
the ofl might escape the payment of the tax 
while oa the joarney, but the tax would never.
